REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record In the attached form PTO-892 considered to be pertinent to the 
submitted application. 

Illg # 3,638,718 discloses an apparatus for the automatic control of blower having 
a temperature controlled changeover switch in the current supply line for the blower 
motors for shifting the blower motors from series to a parallel operation when a 
selectable temperature is exceeded. 

Oberheide US # 4,988,930 discloses plural motor fan system comprising two 
series connected motors having a switching device for alternatively applying the tap 
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voltage across the armature coil of a second dc motor to operate second motor in a first 
speed mode. 

However, none of the prior art teaches or suggests claimed limitations in 
combination with: 

• Short-circuiting electric motor by means of a switch element in the form of 
a normally open contact, which is connected in parallel with the electric 
motor.
